Discussions regarding 
only procedural matters, directed solely lo restriction requirements for which Inten/lew recordation Is othenwise provided for In Section 812.01 ot the Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure, or pointing out typographk^l errors or unreadable schpl in Office actions or the liko, are excluded from the interview recordation procedures 
below. 

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents' list on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal Interview, the duplicate copy of the Form Is removed and given 
to (he applicant (or attorney or agent) at the concluskin of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy Is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next ofTfcJal communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner Is nol likely before an allowance or tf other circumstances 
dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the telephonic intan/iaw rather than with the next offlciarcommunication.

-An lndk:atlon whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of tho general nature of the agreement (may be by attachment of a copy 
of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). (Agreements as to alk>wability are tentative and do not restrict further action by the examiner to the 
contrary.) 

-The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview 
-Names of other Patent and Trademark Office personnel present. 

The Form also contains a statement reminding the applicant of Ns responsibility to record the substance of the Interview. 

It Is deslreable that the examiner orati/ remind the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless tx>ih applicant and 
examiner agree that tho examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of (he Interview, or when If is adequately recorded on the 
Form or In an attachment to tho Fomi. ttw examiner should check a box at the bottom of ttw Form informing the applicant that he need not supplement the Form by 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the intenrlew.

Of course, the applicant may desire to 
empftaslze and fully describe those arguments which he feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner,

7) it appropriate, the general results or outcome of the Intenriew unless already described In the Interview Stimmary Form completed by tne examiner 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If (he record is nol complete or accurate, the examiner will give the 
applicani one month from the date of (he no(itying letter or the remainder of any period lor response, whichever Is longer, to complete (he response and (hereby avoid 
abandonment of the application (37 CFR 1.135(c) ). 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

Applicant's summary of what took place at the Interview should be carefulfy chectced to determine the accuracy ot any argument or statement attributed lo Ihe 
examiner during the Inten^lew. If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentability, i( should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If ihe 
claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter selling forth his or her version of the statement attributed to hrm. II the record is 
complete and accurate, Ihe examiner should place the indication 'Intenrlew record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the interview ak)ng with (he date and 
the examiner's Initials. 
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
